informed of his sudden death until a

time ago, it was 
through the 


interest Prof. Smelser had had in his 
unfortunate friend of the island group 


that she was finally notified. 
A fter Mr. Jenkins’ death the de­ 
partment of insular affairs started a 


widespread search in all parts of the 


United States for relatives of the vic­ 


tim. 
The lives of at least twenty 


Americans were lost in 
the

storm which caused his boat to sink 


and him to drown.

The Babcock “test” for the es­ 
timation of the fat content in milk is 
a conspicious illustration of the value 
of an accurate, yet 
uncomplicated 
device.

out. 
Even in tin* smallest hamlet the 
results of the Babcock fat test are 
today the standards by

In determining the purity as well 
as the quality of milk the

laboratory 
apparatus. The acid test gives some 
indication of the age

Bucknam P asha—or Admiral Hans­ 
ford 
I). 
Bucknam , 
as 
the 
intrepid 
Am erican admiral of the im perial Ot 
tom an navy is better known to a host 
of friends in this country—is brought 
once more into the international lim e­ 
light by dispatches from the Balkans. 
T hese reports state that it w as Buck­ 
nam Pasha w ho engineered the sortie 
of the Turkish fleet from the Darda­ 
nelles, a m aneuver which show ed a 
potent grip of naval tactics. 
The career of Hansford D. Bucknam 
from the tim e he first shipped l>efore 
the m ast as a cabin boy on the great 
lakes until he w as com m issioned sev ­ 
eral years ago with the full rank of 
an adm iral in the Turkish navy reads 
like a chapter from fiction. 
H e is the 
first Christian ever placed in actual 
command 
of 
a 
M ohammedan 
fleet. 
Even Hobart Pasha, the British ad­ 
miral of the Crimean war, failed to 
gain this distinction. 
Bucknam Pasha gained his present 
rank by his work in reorganizing the 
Turkish navy under Abdul Hamid. He 
w as a rear admiral when Abdul Hamid 
w as deposed, but the new regime con­ 
firmed his rank and later elevated him 
to his present position. 
Bucknam was born in Nova Scotia, 
but his parents moved to M aine when 
he w as very young. 
H is ex periences 
on the great lakes l» egan when he was 
fourteen j-ears old. and tw o years later 
he sailed from N ew York as quarter- 
! m aster on a schooner bound for the 
Pacific. 
W hile the schooner w as in 
Manila the captain and m ates died 
from the cholera. 
Bucknam w as the 
j only man aboard who had studied nav­ 
igation. 
He appeared before a special 
; board to be ex am ined for a m aster’s 
certificate and passed the test w ith fly­ 
ing colors. 
Bucknam 
w as 
in 
command 
of 
a 
steam ship that sailed from Tampico for 
N ew York in the early nineties. 
The 
vessel, w hich w as laden with silver 
and 
hemp, 
struck a sunken 
wreck 
when tw enty-four hours out of Tam pi­ 
co, and tlie propeller w as com pletely 
dem olished. 
The m ate and three men 
m anaged to reach the shore in an open 
boat and cable for help, 
lu the mean 
tim e the vessel had drifted at the will 
of the w inds and w aves, and a rescu 
ing tug had to spend three w eeks locat­ 
ing it. 
He Repairs Ship. 


Although the ship w as badly dam 
aged. Bucknam balked at the cost of 
having her drydocked at Key W est, 
and he undertook the hazardous task 
of bringing her to New York iu her 
disabled condition. 
First he shifted all 
the cargo to the forward com part­ 
m ents to settle her by the head. When 
; (his failed to bring the stern high 
enough in the air so that th e propeller 
could l)e reached he hitched a sm all 
I schooner laden with stone ballast to 
the stem. 
T his m aneuver raised the 
• stem so high that Bucknam w as able 
I to attach a m akeshift propeller. 
It 
j wTas the first occasion in nautical bis- 
| tory whore a m aster had put a pro­ 
peller on a ship w ithout dr.vdocking 
| her. 
He brought the steam ship to 
! N ew York. 
The spectacular feat gain­ 
ed the young skipper great com m enda­ 
tion. 
A t alnmt this tim e Bucknam sh ow ­ 
ed his inventive genius by constructing 
an instrum ent which caused the com ­ 
pass to autom atically trace on a chart 
the route that a vessel w’as taking. 
Shortly afterw ard Bucknam received 
an offer from the Cramp Shipbuilding 
com pany to serve as their nautical e x ­ 
pert. 
H is know ledge of naval subjects 
w as rapidly ex tended in his new posi­ 
tion. 
lie wTas com m ander of the new 
battleship M aine on her trial runs. 
W hen the Cramps had com pleted the 
construction 
of the Turkish cruiser 
Medjida Bucknam w as com m issioned 
to take her to Turkey. 
H e im pressed 
the sultan asd the Ottom an naval 
© fl­ 
eers so favorably that he w as given a 
three m onths' contract to train tho 
| cruiser’s M ohammedan crew. 


His Rise In Turkey. 
H is operations w ere so successful 
| that the sultan offered him the post of 
naval adviser to the porte. a position 
that carried wdth it a princely salary. 
H e accepted the post on condition that 
he m ight have a prelim inary leave of 
absence to go home and marry a girl 
in San F rancisco to w’hom he w as en ­ 
gaged. lie brought back his bride w ith 
him. 
A s his popularity increased B uck­ 
nam w’as made a pasha and a vice ad- 
mirl. and the sultan conferred on him 
the order of O sm anlieh, a inedal for 
distinguished service. 
Shortly after­ 
ward he saved the life of the sultaa 
when a bomb loaded w ith a trem en­ 
dous ex plosive w as throw n into tho 
m idst of the royal escort. 
Bucknam 
Pasha jum ped to the side of the su l­ 
tan’s carriage and drew his sword, an­ 
nouncing that he would instantly kill 
any one w ho approached the spot.

I hardly more than a m onument to the | 
memory of the departed empire.” 
The ambassadors, ho say s, will meet 
! today for the purpose of bringing

in London. 
Thoir further action will 
I include promises to Turkey of v arious 
; good offices, such as loans, a modifica- 
| tion of the capitulations and permis- 
I sion to increase the customs duties, 
hut these would be likely to hav e small 
effect toward inducing the porte to re­ 
linq uish Adrianople. 
“Therefore.” say s the writer, “ the 
old argument of the powers will be 
resorted to. a nav al demonstration. It 
will say that Europe's m andate must 
be obey ed. It will he clad in steel and 
will bristle with cannon, and it will be 
conv ey ed by steam to the heart of the 
Ottoman empire.
